by the Governor, which during the 
summer and fall held public meet­ 
ings in every congressional district. 
1 he bill would 
establish 
a 
s ta te ! 
highway board to serve without pay, 
w Inch would elect a state lughwav 
engineer with a salary 
of 
$4,000 
yearly. 


The state highway 
engineer, 
in 
addition to keeping records of road 
work ot the state, would investi­ 
gate and determine methods of road 
construction best adapted to 
dif­ 
ferent parts of the state. 
TIe would 
offer county and township 
officers 
advice, 
lie and the county high­ 
way superintendents would have the 
right to take options fo r the state 
for the purchase of suitable build­ 
ing materials for certain periods of 
t ime. 


An interesting feature is that the 
state highway 
board 
would 
have 
power on l>ehalf of the state to co­ 
operate with the 
national 
govern­ 
ment in the improvement and main­ 
tenance of public highways. 


The board would divide the state 
into districts, and would provide for 
annual meetings in each of 
these 
districts which the county and town­ 
ship officials would be required to 
atend and at which instruction in 
road building would be given 
for 
two days. 
I here also would be an­ 
nua! road school of one 
week 
at 
Purdue. 


Before any county 
or 
township 
official could undertake construction 
or repairs to cost over 1,000 he would I 
have to submit his plans 
to 
the 
state highway engineer. 


The bill provides that all 
money 
derived from the licensing of auto­ 
mobiles and chauffeurs shall be set 
apart in the state treasurer 
as

road fund for use by the state high­ 
way 
department.

the remainder would be apportioned 
among the counties much as it is 
now.

American export trade and to cheek 
inquiries regarding the character of 
merchandise shipped abroad.

observed, 
why is it necessary for the Treasury 
Department to issue an

to 


withhold for thirty «lavs all informa­ 
tion and figures ou exports.

trade of the country, and that the 
balance of trade in our favor for the 
eleven months ending with Novem­ 
ber, is approximately $184,247,000. 
With weekly reports held back 
at 
the various custom houses for thirty 
days after shipment is made, it is 
impossible for 
merchants to

track of export figures.

like to know more about the figures 
given out at Washington hv the De­ 
partm ent of Commerce, what these 
figures actually mean, and just why 
weekly export figures are being held 
back for a month.

T o rt months, since he was chosen 
to the Holy See, lias made remark­ 
able progress in carrying 
out

long cherished ambitions of

Leo XIII. 
His plans 
to 
establish 
diplomatic relations between the Va­ 
tican and practically all the great 
powers of the world seem certain of 
success; the influence lie will thus 
possess when the papal claims to 
temporal sovereignty are submitted 
o the peace conference at the close 
>f the war will be admittedly great. 


The war, unquestionably’, has aid- 
d His Holiness in retaining those re- 
ults. 
The war makes certain the 
establishment in the near future of 
iplomatic relations 
between 
the 
Vatican 
and 
Turkey. 
But 
the 
promised resumption of diplomatic 
•clarions between the Vatican and 
'ranee, is regarded as a personal 
victory for the new Pope. 
The Vatican in the past had main* 
nined at Constantinople an aposto- 
ie delegate, 
lie was not accredited 
I* the Turkish government, but to 
the Catholic subjects of the Otto­ 
man empire. 
He communicated with 
the government only 
through 
the 
French ambassador. 
With Turkey's 
entrance into the war against the 
Hies, the French 
protection 
over 
Catholics in 
Turkey 
ceased. 
As 
neither Turkey nor the Vatican had 
any objections to direct negotiations 
the Sultan at once received Monsig- 
nor Dolei in private audience. 
At 
subsequent audiences, arrangements 
were made with the Vatican for the 
elevation of the post of Constanti­ 
nople from that of apostolic delegate 
to that of papal nunzio, or ambassa­ 
dor, and the sending by Turkey’ to 
the Vatican o f an ambassador o f its 
own. 
The eventual resumption of diplo­ 
matic relations between France and 
the Vatican is now conceded to be a 
certainly. The negotiations have now 
progressed to a 
point where 
they 
arc to be conducted hereafter open­ 
ly. 
A> a result 
of 
conversations 
carried on both at Paris 
and 
Bor­ 
deaux between Cardinal Amette and 
the French ministry, it lias been es­ 
tablished that an unofficial repre­ 
sentative of the French govern men I 
is now to be sent to 
Rome until a 
basis can he established on which 
rotations can he officially resumed. 
The consent of Pope Benedict to 
treat directly with an unofficial re­ 
presentative of the French govern­ 
ment is conceded to be a great con- 
eession on the part of the Vatican. 
The Pope’s concession is attributed 
to his sympathy for France, inherit­ 
ed not only from Cardinal Rem poll a 
for whom he was under secretary of 
state, hut also 
acquired 
through 
long years of residence at Paris. 
Pope Benedict already has estab­ 
lished friendly relations with Russia ; 
England has sent an ambassador of 
her own accord and even Turkey and 
France are now about to be repre­ 
sented at the \ atican. 
Xo secret is 
made of the influence this will have 
in the carrying out of the pontiff’s 
plans for a settlement of the papal 
claims to temporal sovereignty 
at 
the coming conference.

it More Difficult to Purchase 


Powerful Drugs. 


TO 
BE 
EFFECTIVE 
MARCH 


Restricts Sale of Opium, 
Morphine 


and Similar Drugs— All Deal­ 


ers Must Register. 


Washington, 
Feb. 
9.— The 
new 
federal anti-narcotie law will go in 
effect March 1. 
It was signed by 
the 1'resident on the 17th of 
last 
December, but was not made imme­ 
diately 
effectivo 
because 
it 
was 
necessary to make some p repara­ 
tion for its enforcement. 
It strikes 
a severe blow at the trade in opium, 
cocaine, morphine, heroin, or 
any 
salt or derivative of any 
of 
these 
dmgs. 
While the law 
is 
revenue 
producing in character, the sole pur­ 
pose in enacting it was to 
make it 
more difficult, for men and women to 
purchase these powerful drugs. 


The new law is to be administered 
by the 
commissioner 
of 
internal 
revenue, who is authorized to a p ­ 
point such agents, deputy collectors, 
inspectors, chemists and clerks 
as 
may be necessary to enforce the act. 
The commissioner lias at his com­ 
mand an appropriation of $150,000 
for e a rn in g the new law into effect. 
Within a few days instructions with 
reference to the enforcement of the 
law will be sent to all collectors 
of 
internal revenue. 


With the new law in force, every 
person, firm, or 
corporation, 
who 
produces, 
inqw>rts, 
m anufactures, 
compounds, deals in, sells, 
distri­ 
butes or gives away any of the a rti­ 
cles covered by the law, must reg­ 
ister with the collector of 
internal 
revenue in his district and 
pay 
a 
special tax of $1 a year. 
The spec­ 
ial tax will Ik? imposed for tin* period 
from March 
1 to 
June 
30, 
1915 
(which is the close of the special 
tax year.) and the amount to be paid 


is 34 eont". After that date, tax will 
be imposed for the official year, and 
payment will be $1. 


Employes, while acting within the 
scope of employment by the taxpay­ 
ers, will not be required to register 
or pay the special tax. 
Every per­ 
son, partnership, association, c o m ­ 
pany or corporation (other than a 
physician, dentist or 
veterinarian) 
who lias more than one place of bus­ 
iness where any of the 
drugs 
de­ 
scribed are made, stored 
or 
dis­ 
pensed, must make a separate nppli- 
eatiou for registry and pay special 
tax tor each such place of business. 
Sales of the drugs covered by the 
law may be made only 
to 
parties, 
whether m anufacturer, 
wholesaler, 
retailer or doctor, or order blanks 
provided by the collector of internal 
revenue. 
The buyer and the 
seller 
shall each preserve his copy of the 
order, and the law requires all such 
orders (both original and duplicate) 
to be retained on file for a period of 
two years, and they must be tiled in 
tbeir numerical order; 
that is, a c ­ 
cording to the 
registry 
numbers. 
Dealers are not coin polled to till or­ 
ders for .narcotic drugs, as the law 
provides what he shall do in ease the 
order is accepted. 
It is unlawful for any persons to 
obtain by means or order blanks any 
of the dm gs for any purpose other 
than the use, sale or distribution bv 
him in the conduct of a lawful busi­ 
ness in the drugs or in the practice 
ot his profession. 
Orders by t(de­ 
graph or telephone can not be filled. 
Order blanks will 
be 
issued 
by 
collectors of internal revenue in ta b ­ 
lets or books of ten or fifty blanks 
each. 
The charge for such 
blanks 
(including original 
and 
duplicate) 
will be at the rat»1 o f $1 a hundred. 
I hey will be issued only to persons 
who have registered and 
paid 
the 
tux, and any one other 
than 
the 
dealer to whom they are issued us­ 
ing them will violate the law. 
Dealers may not sell to physicians 
on prescription when the drugs are 
intended for d i s p e n s i n g or p r e s c r i b ­ 
ing, as all p h y s i c i a n s , dentists and 
veterinarians will 
be 
required 
to 
register under the law and order the 
drugs on the official order 
blanks. 
Prescriptions written by physicians 


and filled by the druggist or physi­ 
cian must bear the name of the phy­ 
sician signing them and his registry 
number, and the name ot the person 
for whom the prescription is tilled. 
Such prescriptions must be preserv­ 
ed for a period of two years and be 
readily aecessable to the inspecting 
officers of the 
government, 
state, 
district or city in which he is locat­ 
ed. 
Every person, firm 
or 
company 
dispensing 
directly 
to 
consumers 
must, on March 1, prepare and keep 
on file an inbentory of all drugs cov­ 
ered by the law on hand at 
that 
date; 
no special form of inventory 
is required* and it must he verified 
by oath not 
later than 
March 
5, 
1915. 
Every person registered under the 
act is required on demand of 
the 
collector of his district to render a 
sworn statement of tlie quantity' of 
the drugs received by him during a 
period not exceeding three 
months 
preceding the demand. 
The 
state­ 
ment must show' the names oi the 
persons for whom the drugs were re­ 
ceived, the quantity received and the 
date thereof. 
It is a crime under the act for any 
person who is not rcgisteerd and has 
not paid the tax to have in his pos­ 
session or under his control any of 
the drugs, and such possession will 
be costrueted as 
presumptive 
evi­ 
dence of a violation of the act. ThE 
provision, however, does not apply 
to any employes of a registered per­ 
son or to a nurse under the super­ 
vision of a physician, dentist or vet­ 
erinary surgeon registered under the 
act, provided such possession is by' 
virtue to his employment or occupa­ 
tion and not on his own account. 
United States, state, county, m u­ 
nicipal territorial and 
insular 
offi­ 
cers lawfully 
engaged 
in 
making 
purchases, 
respectively', 
for 
the 
army and navy, tlie 
public 
health 
service, and federal, state, county 
and municipal, territorial and insu­ 
lar hospitals or prisons, arc exemp­ 
ted from the provisions of the 
law; 
and sales deliveries, etc., to these 
officers and institutions are not a f ­ 
fected by the law, znt private hospi­ 
tals and institutions are not exemp­ 
ted. 


Section 0 of the law exempts from 
its provisions all preparations and 
remedies 
containing 
stipulated 
quantities of the prohibited 
drugs, 
but these exemptions do not apply to 
cocaine or any of its -alts, whether 
aline or in combination with other 
drugs, and all sales of cocaine in 
any or every form whatever must be 
made in pursuance of a written o r­ 
der on the blanks supplied 
by 
the 
collector. 
It will also be noted that, 
while the title of the law and the 
tirst section of it does not mention 
alphi or beta 
cocaine. 
Section 
0 
provides that the exemptions 
shall 
not apply to “ liniments, 
ointments, 
other preparations 
which 
contain 
cocaine or any of it- salts of alpha 
<>r beta, eueaiae or any of their -alt. 
or 
any 
synthetic 
substitute 
for 
them.” 


It should be remembered that the 
law is a taxation or revenue measure 
and applies to all 
tram-aetions 
iu 
every* state, city <>r town, and is not 
confined to s;iU*s in interstate traffic. 
!t should also be borne in mind that 
it i- necessary for all dealers 
to 
continue to observe state and muni­ 
cipal laws regarding llio sale of nar­ 
cotic and poisonous drugs. 
Atten­ 
tion is also called to the facts find 
there i- no chasing large quantities 
of the 
prohibited 
drugs 
prior 
to 
March 1, as it will only add to the 
work of reporting stock.- on hand iu 
the inventory required by the regu­ 
lations t o be taken on that date.

Indianapolis, Ind., Feb. 9—Among 
those who may attend the Child Wel­ 
fare Exposition to be held at Tom­ 
linson Hall Feb. 10-25, is Dr. Caro­ 
line Geisel, an eminent woman phy­ 
sician and conservator of child life 
of Battle Creek, Mich.

seized the opportunity the other day 
of appearing 
before 
the 
farmers 
short course of Purdue University 
held at Lafayette and she told tlie 
farmers 
some 
truth 
about 
ehiiu 
life, though the farmers had 
a s ­ 
sembled thinking to hear only* about 
horses, hogs, and cattle. 


Dr. Geisel told the farmers that it 
was a deplorable fact that there is 
not in the United States today 
a 
single institution where a mother can 
gain any scientific instruction in re­ 
gard to the care of her child.

quoted statistics showing that in the 
years in which the population of this 
country had almost 
doubled, 
the 
number of degenerates has increas­ 
ed five times. 
This condition, she 
believed, to be largely due to ignor­ 
ance on tin* part of men and women.

New Federal Statute Will Make it 


it More Difficult to Purchase 


Powerful Drugs. 


TO BE EFFECTIVE MARCH I 


Restricts Sale of Opium, 
Morphine 


and Similar Drugs—All Deal- 


ers Must Register. 


Washington, 
Feb. 9.—The new 


federal anti-narcotic law will go in 
effect March 1. It was signed by 
the President on the 17th of 
last 


December, but was not made imme- 
diately 
effective 
because 
it 
was 


necessary to make some prepara- 
tion for its enforcement. It strikes 
a severe blow at the trade in opium, 
cocaine, morphine, heroin, or 
any 


salt or derivative of any 
of these 


drugs. 
While the law 
is 
revenue 


producing in character, the sole pur- 
pose in enacting it was to make it 
more difficult for men and women to 
purchase these powerful drugs. 


The new law is to be administered 


by the 
commissioner 
of 
internal 


revenue, who is authorized to ap- 
point such agents, deputy collectors, 
inspectors, chemists and clerks 
as 


aiay be necessary to enforce the act. 
Tlie commissioner lins at his com- 
mand an appropriation of $150.11110 
for carrying the new law into elTect. 
Within a few days instructions with 
reference to the enforcement of the 
law will be sent to all collectors of 
internal revenue. 


With the now law in force, every 


person, firm, or 
corporation, who 


produces, 
impiorts. 
manufactures, 


compounds, deals in, sells, 
distri- 


butes or gives away any of the arti- 
cles covered by (lie law. must reg- 
ister with the collector of 
internal 


revenue in his district and 
]i;iy 
a 


special tax of $1 a year. The spec- 
ial tax will be imposed for the period 
from March 
1 to June 
.'JO. 1915 


(which is the close of the special 
tax year.) and the amount to be p;iid 
is :i4 cents. After that date, tax will 
be imposed for the ollicial year, and 
payment will be 
ffi. 


Employes, while acting within the 


scope of employment by the taxpay- 
ers, will not be required to register 
or pay the special tax. 
Every per- 


son, partnership, association, com- 
pany or corporation (other than a 
physician, dentist or 
veterinarian) 


dio has more than one place of bus- 
iness where any of the 
drugs 
de- 


scribed arc made, stored 
or 
dis- 


pensed, must, make a separate appli- 
cation for registry and pay special 
tux for each such place of business. 


Sales of the drugs covered by the 


law may be made only 
to 
parties, 


whether manufacturer, 
wholesaler, 


retailer or doctor, of order blanks 
provided by the collector of internal 
revenue. The buyer and the 
seller 


shall each preserve his copy of the 
order, and the law requires all such 
orders (both original and duplicate) 
to be retained on file i'-ir a period of 
two years, and they must be tiled in 
their numerical order; 
that is, ac- 


cording to the 
registry 
numbers. 


Dealers arc not compelled to fill or- 
ders for .narcotic drugs, as the law 
provides what lie shall do in case the 
rder is accepted. 


It io unlawful for any persons to 


obtain by means or order blanks any 
of the drugs for any purpose other 
than the use, sale or distribution by 
him in the conduct of a lawful busi- 
ness in the drugs or in the practice 
of his profession. 
Orders by tcle- 


;raph or telephone can not be tilled. 


Order blanks will 
be issued 
by 


collectors of internal revenue in tab- 
lets or books of ten or fifty blanks 
each. The charge for such 
blanks 


(including original 
and 
duplicate) 


will be at the rate of $1 a hundred. 
They will be issued only to persons 
who have registered and 
paid 
the 


tux. and any one other 
than 
the 


dealer to whom they arc issued us- 
ing them will violate thu ii\w. 


Dealers may not sell to physicians 


on prescription when the drugs an: 
intended for dispensing or prescrib- 
ing, as all physicians, dentists and 
veterinarians will 
be 
required 
to 


register under the law and order the 
drugs on the official order 
blank's. 


Prescriptions written by physicians 


and filled by the druggist or physi- 
cian must bear the name of the phy- 
sician signing them and his registry 
number, and the name of the person 
for whom the prescription is filled. 
Such prescriptions must be preserv- 
ed for a period of two years and be 
readily accessable to the inspecting 
officers of the 
government, 
state, 


district or city in which he is locat- 
ed. 


Every person, firm or 
company 


dispensing 
directly 
to 
consumers 


must, on March 1, prepare and keep 
on file an iubeutory of all drugs cov- 
ered by the law on hand at 
that 


date; no special form of inventory 
is required, and it must be verified 
by oath not later 
than March 5, 


1915. 


Every person registered under the 


act is required on demand of 
the 


collector of his district to render a 
sworn statement of the quantity of 
the drugs received by him during a 
period not exceeding throe months 
preceding the demand. The 
state- 


ment must show the names of the 
persons for whom the drugs were re- 
ceived, the quantity received and the 
.late thereof. 


It is a crime under the act for any 


person who is not, rcgisteerd and has 
not paid the tax to have in his pos- 
session or under his control any of 
the drugs, and such possession will 
be costructed as 
presumptive evi- 


dence of a violation of the act. This 
provision, however, docs not apply 
to any employes of a registered per- 
son or to a nurse under the super- 
vision of a physician, dentist or vet- 
erinary surgeon registered under the 
act, provided such possession is by 
virtue to his employment or occupa- 
tion and not on his own account. 


United States, state, county, mu- 


nicipal territorial and 
insular 
offi- 


cers lawfully 
engaged, in making 


purchases, 
respectively, 
for 
the 


army and navy, the 
public health 


service, and federal, state, county 
and municipal, territorial and insu- 
lar hospitals or prisons, arc exemp- 
ted from the provisions of the 
law; 


and sales deliveries, etc.. to these 
officers and institutions arc not af- 
fected by the law, ztit private hospi- 
tals and institutions arc not exemp- 
ted. 


Section (i of the law exempts from 


its provisions all preparation* and 
remedies 
containing 
stipulated 


quantities of the prohibited 
drugs, 


but these exemptions do not apply to 
cocaine or any i>S' its >:dts, whether 
aline or in combination with other 
drugs, and all sales of cocaine in 
any or every form whatever must be 
made in pursuance of a written or- 
der on the blanks Mipplied 
by the 


collector. It will also be noted that, 
while the title of the law and the 
first section of it docs not mention 
alphi or beta 
cocaine. Section fi 


provides that the exemptions 
shall 


not apply to "liniments, 
ointments, 


other preparations 
which 
contain 


cocaine or liny of its s-ills of alpha 
or beta, cucainc or any of their sails 
or 
any 
synthetic 
substitute 
for 


them." 


It should be remembered t h a i the 


law is a taxation or revenue measure 
and applies to all 
traiisiictions 
in 


every slate, city or town, and is not 


nlineil to sales in inti-rstalc traffi<>. 


It should also be borne in mind t h a i 
it i> necessary for all dealers 
to 


continue to observe stale and muni- 
cipal laws regarding the sale of nar- 
cotic and poisonous drugs. 
Atten- 


tion is also called to the facts thai 
there is no chasing large quantities 
of the 
prohibited 
drug* prior to 


March 1, as 
it will only add Io the 


work of reporting ntocks on hand in 
thi- inventory required by the regu- 
lations to be taken on that dale. 


The penalty for violating any of 


the provisions of the law is a tine of 
not more than .$2,000 or imprison- 
ment for not more than five years) 
or both, as well as the probable large 
expense incurred when brought.
